G.S.R. 574(E).—Tn exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by clause (f) of sub-section (3) of section 9 of 
the Salary, Allowances and Pension of Members of 
Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954), the Joint Com¬ 
mittee of the Houses of Parliament constituted under 
sub-section (i) of that section, after consultation 
with the Central Government, hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing rules further to amend the Housing and Tele¬ 
phone Facilities (Members of Parliament) Rules, 
1956, the same having been approved and confirmed 
by the Chairman of the Council of States and the 
Speaker of the House of the People, as required under 
sub-section (4) of the said section, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Housing and 
Telephone Facilities (Members of Parliament) Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In sub-rule (2) of rule 2 of the Housing and 
Telephone Facilities (Members of Parliament) Rules, 
1956, (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), for 
the words “an amount not exceeding rupees three 
thousand and six hundred per annum”, the words, 
figures and letters “a maximum of 7200 units of elect¬ 
ricity (3600 units measured on light meter and 3600 
units measured on power rae'er) and 1000 kilolitres 
of water per annum beginning 1st Jariuary of every 
year” shall be substituted. 

3. In rule 4A of the said rules;— 

after sub-rule (4), the following shall be inserted 
namely :— 

“(5) Excess telephone calls made over and 
above the pooled total of 50,000 free local 
calls per annum in respect of the two tele¬ 
phones installed under sub-rule (1) and 
sub-rule (3) of rule 4, may be adjused 
against the 50,000 free local calls allowed 
on the two telephones for the next year”.
